ionable suburb, scattered with large country es- 
tates, with a splendid racecourse running clown 
the center of Third Ayentre,. whcre^ the steel gir- 
ders ot the elevated are now planted. Even now," 
the casual pedestrian, wandering about the re- 
gion, finds many distinct traces of its aristocratic, 
rural past. 


Among these Is a picturesque old stone house 


bearing on one.of its gabled wings the erection 
date of 1790 in large brick letters. This was built 
by si. dashing .colonel named W;ijliam Stephens 
Smith, who. was chiefly famous because'lie'mar- 
ried Abigail Adams, the only daughter ot Prcsi: 
dent John'Adams. Colonel Smith, liaving served 
on Washington's staff in the Revolutionary War. 
was appointed surveyor of the Port of New York 
during the administration of the first President. 
at which time he bought a tract of land along the 
East River and'built himself a spacious frame 
house. The-present stone house was originally the 
stable of this dwelling.

Smith, however, soon fell Into financial straits, 


his property had to be sacrificed at auction, and 
•hisXhouse was turned Into a fashionable school, 
while the stable became a popular road house, 
run by "William Niblo. 
There is an old adver- 


tisement of this early Inn, which speaks of it- as 
"a superb mansion, and -beautifully situated on the ^ 
banks A tho East River. Dinners and tea parties, 
clubs and societies, can be furnished with all the 
delicacies .of tho season.

Later, -the remodeled stable passed 
into tho. 


hands of a city surveyor, whose- family lived in it 
until -20 years ago.

Sutton Place runs for only 
two blocks on Avenue A-» between Fifty-seventh 
ind Fifty-ninth Streets—ns quiet and secluded a 
ittle thoroughfare as anyone coul.fi desire. . The. 
back windows ot its tall, narrow, o'.d fashioned 
houses look directly out on the East River from
